TOPMAST’S GOOD RACK. 



Jockey Tom Burns seems to have struck a 
winning gait at last. Out of six mounts yester- 
day at Lakeside he managed to land three win- 
ners. They were: Tranby, at even money; 
Timemaker, 1 to 6, and Topmast, 11 to 5. His 
masterly ride on the last named was the feature 
of the afternoon. 

There were eight starters in the Topmast race 
which was the last one on the card. Storm 
King was favorite at 6 to 5 and Topmast’s price 
varied from 2 to 1 to 5 to 2, Dare II., Plantain 
and Debride all receiving heavy backing and 
naturally much interest was centered in the 
contest. Before Starter Dwyer could get the 
held lined up there were several breakaways. 
When he did give the word the lot were all to- 
gether, Storm King being first to show, with 
Plantain second, Debride third with Dare II. 
and Topmast lapped on. Plantain went to the 
front on the first turn and entering the back- 
stretch was a scant length better oil than 
Storm King. Flint, on the latter, despite the 
fact that lie had top weight and was giving 
away great chuuks to everything in the race, 
seemed to lose his head and instead of nursing 
his horse and riding a waiting race hustled on 
to the front and forced the pace. Passing the 
half mile post Storm King was a length and a 
half in frout of the others and Flint was trying 
to get farther away. Burns, on Topmast, real- 
ized how fast the pace was and knowing it was 
almost impossible for Storm King to last 
cleverly waited for him to come back. He al- 
ways had Topmast in a good position and sat 
perfectly still until the stretch was reached. 
Here he went after Storm King and getting on 
even terms at the eighth post seemed, at that 
point to have the race won. Storm King, how- 
ever, hung on like a bulldog and from the six- 
teenth home it was nip and tuck, but in the last 
few strides Burns clearly outfinished Flint and 
won by a short head. It was a very pretty 
finish and brought forth loua applause. 

The fourth race at 1 1-16 miles furnished 
another rousing finish. Bloss was up on Fou- 
clif, who certainly was not the best horse in 
the race, but he managed to get home in front, 
after Alvarado II. had been left at the post and 
McNickle had spoiled whatever chance Sutton 
had of winning by pulling up as the barrier 
arose. The race narrowed down to six, but as 
Bridgeton and Ben Waddell were both badly 
outrun the first sixteenth there remained only 
four to contest for the purse. Newsgatherer 
went to the front soon after the start and led at 
a merry clip to the head of the homestretch 
Here Fonclif and Gold Band collared him, and 
he soon quit. Fonclif is a bad horse and has 
the habit of boring in. Bloss knew this, and in 
making the last turn he went wide, thus avoid- 
ing a collision with Gold Band, who was about 
on even terms and on the iuside. Half way- 
down the stretch Bloss started to drive Fonclif 
and in an instant he drew away from Gold 
Band but at the same time darted in. He was 
far enough in front, however, not to interfere 
with Gold Baud, but at the same time had her 
pinned in on the rail. She fought gamely, and 
floJden tried his best, but the wire was too 
hand and Fonclif, staggering, had his 
nose in front. Count Fonso, coming strong, was 
a close up third. 

McNickle came very near getting into serious 
trouble for pulling Sutton up. He told a 
straight story to the judge, however, and con- 
vincing him that nothing wrong was meant was 
let off after a Bevere admonition. It seems that 
when Dwyer called “Come on” he saw that 
Alvarado II. was not going to break, and in a 
sarcastic way cried to Nutt: “That’s right; 
pull up.” The latter pirt of the exclamation 



was all that McNickle heard, and thinking it 
no go, pulled Sutton up. 

Mazie V., who surprised everyone by wincing 
at 150 to 1 Tuesday, repeated her performance 
in the first race. She was only 10 to 1, however, 
to-day, but won easily from Canace. 

Tranby at the short price of 11 to 10 won the 
second race in clever fashion, and Timemaker. 
1 to 6, the hottest favorite at the meeting, 
merely played with his field in the third eveDt. 

The fifth race had fourteen starters and 
George H.'Ketcham was favorite at 11 to 5 He 
got badly pocketed and hampered on the back- 
stretch, and eventually finished fourth. The 
winner turned up in Canova, a maiden from W. 
K. Cleveland s stable. Canova was backed from 
8 to 1 down to 6 to 1 at post time. 

Mr. Schorr had a good bet on Fonclif and 
liked Canova in the next race, but because 
Burns was riding the favorite, George H. 
Ketcham, be would not bet on Canova. 

George Murphy’s Mrs. Jimmie ran a clever 
race in the ioitial six furlongs dash. This will 
help to make the bidding lively on her at the 
sale Saturday, which takes place in the pad- 
dock before the first race. 

Jockey “Skeets” Martin got in from the east 
and will ride here until the close of the season. 

It is reported that T. Burns and his agent, 
Charles Ellison, won over $2,000 on the day. 

It was a pleasant afternoon aDd the largest 
crowd since the opening day was out. 



NOTES OF THE TUKF. 



The Barrister has been turned over to Charles 
Patterson for winter handling and spring train- 
ing. He will be wintered at Memphis, where, 
if all goes well with him, he will make his first 
start next year in the Tennessee Derby. It will 
be Decessary to fire him for ringbone, but other- 
wise he is sound, and it is to be hoped his 
3-year-old form will be up to the high promise 
of his early racing as a 2-yeai-old. 

Speaking of the first day’s racing at Oakland 
when Burns & Waterhouse won all the races, 
the San Francisco Examiner says: 

Mike Kelly trained three of the five winners 
for Burns Sc Waterhouse— Midlove, Obsidian 
and Shasta Water Ben Timmons the remain- 
ing two— Napamax and Recreation. Their 
third trainer, Stone, starts some of his charges 
on Monday.” 

Seventeen regular and two field books consti- 
tuted the ring at Oakland on the opening day.
